By Order of the Sheriff and the Marshal 
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t's election time! We must now choose the members of our 

Board of Directors for the next term, September 1, 2008, 
through August 31, 2010. It seems peculiar not to be in the 
running for an office once again, but our Directors Guide at 
Section 10 says that it shall be a general policy to limit tenure 
of office for the office of president to no more than two terms. 
Because | am in the final year in my second term as serving as 
your President, | automatically qualify to serve the next term on 
our Board. It will be, however, as the immediate past-presi- 
dent. 

It has been my duty to appoint one director to serve and be 
the chairperson of each of our five standing committees. This 
brand new limitation came into effect immediately before our 
current term. So far it has not been a problem for this board, 
but it would have presented a nearly impossible predicament 
for some of our previous boards. During my seven-plus years 
thereon, we have had presidents, vice-presidents, past-presi- 
dents and other non-directors serve very well as standing com- 
mittee chairs and vice-chairs. This practice has been halted. 
Now, the chair must be a director, period; not one of our four 
officers, not the immediate past-president, nor any other non- 
director. 

In the absence of standing committee chair, moreover, the 
vice-chair must perform the duties of the chair. In keeping 
with the spirit of our Director's Guide, therefore, the policy has 
been that the vice-chair of each of our five standing commit- 
tees must also be a director just in case there is a need for the 
vice-chair to step up to fill the position as chair. That makes for 
ten slots to be filled by eight directors. So, please give extra- 
careful attention to selecting our directors. 

There's even more. We have had directors who were missing 
in action for long periods of time; not answering calls for a 
vote nor even responding to e-mail communications. (Directors 
Guide Section 8-A requires all board members to have electron- 
ic voting capability as one of the conditions for board member- 
ship.) There have been multiple instances where directors have 
informed me that they will not take on the job as a standing 
committee chair, citing as their reasons: health, work and 
burnout. They have been accommodated, but their non-avail- 
ability narrowed drastically our bench options. At one point 
during the prior board, only half of the directors made them- 
selves available for chair duty. Our then-Vice-President, for 
instance, served as the Chair of our Publications Standing 


Committee. That would not have been a possible option under 


the new limitation. When you cast your ballot for directors, 
therefore, please vote for candidates who are willing and able 
to serve actively as chair of a standing committee. 

Our Director’s Guide at Section 5 states that each director 
shall endeavor to attend QCWA chapter meetings and other 


activities in his (sic) general area as much as possible. The direc- 
tor shall keep himself (sic) informed as to the needs and desires 
of the members of the organization in order that he (sic) may 
faithfully and intelligently represent the true interests of the 
membership. Directors shall promote membership and interest 
in the national organization and promote the welfare of exist- 
ing chapters and the establishment of new chapters. | have no 
idea as to why our officers are left out of this critical function. 
This type of activity should be a prime responsibility on all of 
our BoD members, including our president, vice-president, sec- 
retary, treasurer and immediate past-president. When you cast 
your ballot, therefore, please vote for candidates who are 
ready, willing and able to carry out these obligations. 

Finally, | am adamant that the members of our Board of 
Directors should be as responsive as possible to our member- 
ship. They should seek out and listen to what our members 
have to say. They should let our members know that they 
understand their concerns and their views are being heard. 
Their votes should reflect the views of our constituency. For 
one thing, | have urged (read: badgered) every member of the 
Board to write a regular column in our QCWA JOURNAL about 
their area of responsibility so that you can be informed as to 
what they and their committees have been doing. When you 
cast your ballot, therefore, please vote for candidates who are 
willing and able to be responsive to your desires and keep you 
informed.

They depend on contributions from interested parties. | want to thank these people on behalf of our 
Organization and recognize their important contribution to QCWA members!

Watch for Constitutional Amendment 
on Election Ballot 


When the 1947-48 Constitution came into being the members were local New York gentlemen who laid an excellent foundation 
for QCWA membership that has grown to become an international member association. Sixty years later, the present QCWA mem- 
bers are at a point where we have within our grasp the foresight and voting power to move the association forward into new terri- 
tory that can yield good results for QCWA's future. 


The QCWA Board of Directors (BoD) has unanimously approved a motion for a Constitutional Amendment to be on the 2008 
Ballot that would allow opening up the full 365-day year to the possibility of an annual meeting for the members. The effective 
date of the motion would be September 1, 2008, the same date that the newly elected Officers and Directors take office. 


Currently, we are bound by Article IV Section 1 of the QCWA Constitution that states, "The Association shall hold an annual meet- 
ing during the second half of the each year at a time and place to be designated by the Board of Directors." Thus, as currently 
written, the Constitution prevents having an annual meeting anytime except during the last 6 months of the year. 


Therefore, any attempt to hold the annual meeting at any major hamfest or amateur radio attraction in January through June, even 
though many QCWA members would be in attendance, WOULD NOT COMPLY WITH our CURRENT Constitution because it's the 
WRONG HALF of the year!! 


Therefore, you as a QCWA member, in approving this proposed Constitutional Amendment have a wonderful opportunity of open- 
ing up many possibilities to the QCWA membership. Accordingly, the Officers, Directors, and GM of the QCWA solicit and encour- 
age your vote in favor of amending Article lV Section 1 of the current Constitution to read: 


“The Association shall hold an annual meeting at a time and place to be designated by the Board of Directors." 


It has been determined that there is ABSOLUTELY NOTHING negative about the proposed amendment as it will be opening up the 
potential for ALSO using the “other" first half of the year to QCWA's benefit. Why limit ourselves to holding annual meetings in 
the second half of the year when 365 days are waiting for our use!!!

October 4, 2007, Doubletree Hotel, Denver, CO 


President Johnston welcomed the candidates for the Board of Directors: 
Joan Powell, VE3ZC; Ken Simpson, W8EK; and Skip Swenson, WB6VVA; 
each of whom gave a brief comment. 


President Johnston asked for a moment of silence to remember all the 


Silent Keys. 


Secretary Supina called the roll. All Executives and Directors were pres- 


ent with the exception of Director Pasternak who came later. 
The minutes of the 2006 Board of Directors meeting was approved as 
submitted previously by e-mail. 


Reports: 
1. President Johnston 

a. Discussed duties of President.

What Can | Do? 


Q. I call “CQ” for hours, but no one will respond. 
What can I do to get some hams to QSO with me? 


A. Next question? 


Q. What is in the future for ham radio operator 
license classes? 


A. Obviously, it will be the No-Nothing Operator Class. 
The requirement will be a 10-question self-administered 
test for which the examinee must score zero. 


Q. What are the two principal types of ham opera- 
tors? 


A. There are those hams who divide things into two prin- 
ciple types and those who don’t. Naturally, there needs to 
be someone to coordinate them: possibly a part-time vol- 
unteer planner and an evaluator; maybe an expeditor or 
two and a coordination team. A quality assurance group 
is an absolute must. 

There also must be a procurement division to oversee 
the critical outsourcing of the delicate liaison coordination 
advisory consulting, along with an augmented full service 
corporate jet executive travel and entertainment bureau. 
We'll need an expanded personnel department to locate a 
highly placed unnamed source for leak management and 
spin doctoring. An extensive search will be necessary to 
acquire a clueless CEO to front for us and a hyper-ener- 
getic sales staff before our initial public offering. 

Err, what was your question, again? 


Q. | own twelve VHF/UHF and eight HF transceivers. 
| sometimes feel, however, like they own me. What 
is the ideal number of radios for a ham to own? 


A. Somewhere between one and all of them. Keep in 
mind, however, our suppliers can probably import them 
faster than you can buy them up. 

The maximum number of belt-clip transceivers, obviously, 
depends upon your belt size. The formula is: 
N, = B/4 

Where Nt is the number of transceivers and B is your 
belt length in inches. If you have too many transceivers 
for your current belt size, simply take all of your meals at 
fast-food restaurants. An auxiliary trouser support system 
(suspenders) may be required. 


The ideal number of transceivers at your QTH is the 
maximum tolerated by your spouse. You can help yourself 
with this issue: Condition him or her to accept the fact 
that the purchase price of any transceiver is $39.95. 
Otherwise, you will have to sneak them into the house. 

For your vehicle, the exact number of transceivers 
depends upon the space available for your rooftop/trunk 
lid antenna farm. A full-size van is the ideal vehicle for 
maximizing this capability. Install remote-head transceivers, 
otherwise your spouse will have to sit in the back seat or 
stay at home. 


Q. SOS! MAYDAY! Please help. I’ve just been elect- 
ed president of our Chapter. What should | do? 


A. Don’t panic! Take a deep breath and count to ten. 
Follow my advice and, with some luck, you may get 
through it alive. 

Always be humble, at least until after the coronation. 
Enjoy the first month in your new position during which, 
by tradition, you are entitled to blame everything on the 
previous president. From then on, all of the blame goes 
directly to you - even for things that happened before your 
grandparents were born. Hams have very long memories 
about what was or wasn’t done, but very fuzzy memories 
about who did or didn't do it. 

Smile, mumble and shake hands a lot. Most important- 
ly, however, do not be distracted by your new title. At all 
times, keep in mind that you are really not in charge of 
anything. Hams elect chapter presidents only to have 
someone to take the heat for those things over which no 
one has ever had under control and no one will ever have 
under control. 

To prevent any possibility of re-election, dig your hole as 
deeply as possible. Surprise everyone by calling for a 
sweeping new program. Better yet, catch them off-guard 
by changing the name of the chapter. Try moving the 
meetings to different locations and times.

After the Stock Market crash in 
1929, the 1930s were hard 

times for the country and the world. Manuel (known as Manny to his 
friends) had finished high school in his hometown of Fall River, MA and 
went for one year to the RCA Institute in Boston to learn radio commu- 
nications. Radio was the new and big thing in those days and Manny 
took the commercial radiotelegraph and the ham radio test in one ses- 
sion. He started looking for jobs in communications but for two years 
could only find temporary employment. 


But then his luck 
changed. Recently married, 
Manny was surprised to 
| receive an offer from the then 
| Radio Intelligence Division (part 
of the FCC). This division later 
became the Foreign Broadcast 
Information Service and even- 
tually the CIA. Seems like they 
could use his Portuguese / 
Spanish language ability. Manuel's parents were immigrants from the 
Azores, which are part of Portugal, and he was brought up bilingual. 
Knowing Morse code and radio communication, of course, gave Manuel 
the perfect background for the job. 

The first QSO Manny remembers, still living with his parents in Fall 
River, Mass, and a brand new license: W1DKT was with a kid in 
Connecticut. He had built his own receiver and transmitter and was 

using a long wire antenna. 


We asked whether his TX was 
a spark type, Manny laughed, “No”, he 
said “| was just too late for that, spark 
had been outlawed a year 
before, in 1931!" He later 
proceeded to get on AM 
and eventually SSB and 
split his activity about 
evenly between Morse 
and voice. 
In the turbulent years 
of WW-2 he spent time as 
the radio operator on a liberty ship, 
delivering supplies for the allied invasion. 
incidentally, the ship he was on, the George Hawley, was torpedoed on 
a later run. 
In his line of work he was sent overseas a few times. He spent a 
total of 4 years on Okinawa, where his second daughter was born. 
There he used the call KR60B, 


Settling in Maryland he got his present call: WSNNA in 1947, His 
main enjoyment in ham radio comes from DX and communicating with 
hams in other countries. For many years he was running a schedule 
with a friend in Brazil. His most memorable QSO is one in the 1980s 
with father Moran in Katmandu. He is not a “contest man” but likes the 

rag chew type of QSO. After retirement 
he kept in touch with a group of 20 
e hams from work. Sadly, all but two of

Her 
three sons, however, have already provided him with so many great 
grandchildren that Manny had difficulty coming up with the exact num- 
ber. He counted up to 14. Living in an apartment with strict regulations, 
Manny, now 92 years old, has plans to string an antenna soon, if only 
indoors, to reconnect to his old love of ham radio.

Eminent NC Herb Gleed, W6FQ (SK) Chapter 7

established several years ago from the FCC Part 97 Privileges which established the amateur bandplan in use at the time in the United States..Both the 
privileges and the bandplan have changed over the years. Also we added the "MIXED" category to our QSO Party Rules. When the last ARRL bandplan 
was published last year Bob Buus and | took a look at this "Frequency" table and decided we could live with it for the fall party, but would update it for 
2008. At the same time Bob, after several years of checking the party logs had identified a mistake in the way some people were interpreting the "multi- 
plier" rule which he would have to correct. A little re-wording of that paragraph may save Bob some work. Surprisingly, the changes will make no 
difference in how the contest has been running for the last several years....It just brings the terminology up to date.

All licensed Radio Amateurs world wide are invited to participate in the QCWA QSO Parties. Time/Dates: The Spring QSO party commences on April 5, 
2008 and the Fall Party on September 20, 2008. 


They start at 1800 Z and run for a period of 24 Hours. CW, Phone, and digital modes may be used. 


Frequencies: The following 10 Bands may be used: 


160: 1.800 - 2.000 6: 50.000 - 54.000 
80: 3.500 - 4.000 144: 144.0 - 148.0 
40: 7.000 - 7.300 220: = 222.0 - 224,0 
15: 21.000 - 21.450 UHF: above 420 MHz 


20: 14.000 - 14.350 
10: 28.000 - 29.700 


Any station may be contacted once per mode per band. Remember we consider CW as a digital mode, so if you work a station both on CW and on a 
digital mode you can only score one of the contacts. Any station in your home QCWA Chapter may be counted only once for a maximum of one QSO 
per station. No contacts are permitted on the 10, 18 and 24 MHz. bands, nor are cross band or Repeater Contacts allowed. 


Suggested Starting Frequencies: 


CW: 1.810; 3.540; 7.035; 14.040; 21.050; 28.050 
Phone: 1.845; 3.890; 7.244: 14.262: 21.365: 28.325 


Information Exchange: Fill Columns on the Log Form. For the “year” column, indicate the last 2 digits of the year the contacted operator was first 
licensed. If that station does not belong to a QCWA Chapter show only the State, Province or Country of its location. The latter would apply to non- 
QCWA members as well as to QCWA members not affiliated with a local chapter. Do not mention the term “At Large” (AL) as was done several years 
ago, as this can be confused with AL for Alabama. For Band info, simply indicate one of the above 10 Bands in the “band” column. 


Categories: You may choose to work all modes (MIXED ) or only (PHONE) or only (CW/DIGITAL). Certificates will be issued for each Category of 
"Cw/digital", "Phone", or "Mixed" . 


Scoring: Each Phone QSO is worth one contact point. Each CW QSO or a Digital Mode QSO such as RTTY, PSK31, MFSK etc. is worth 2 contact 
points (show 2 points in the QSO “Pts" Column on the Log). Regardless of band or mode a multiplier of only one point per contest is allowed for each 
QCWA Chapter worked and for each state, Province or Country reported from stations not belonging to a QCWA Chapter. A Multiplier of 3 points will be 
given on each band for working our Special Events Station W2MM, It is hoped to have this station active throughout the two parties. Stations within 50 
miles (80 Kms) of W2MM may work W2MM only once for a total multiplier of 3 points. Sample logs and a summary sheet may be requested from 
QCWA Headquarters with an SASE. The address is PO Box 3247 Framingham, MA 01705-3247, USA. They are also on the internet at www.qcwa.org. 
(In 2008 W2MM will be in Virginia Beach, VA.) 


Awards: Certificates will be issued for the top 3 World Scores in each category. A certificate will also be issued for the top score in each category in 
each participating Country.

Part 6: A Practical Joke by a Future Ham 
continued from the Fall 2007 Journal Issue 


i WONDER WHERE “MISSY” IS? 


It’s funny how little things will draw a big picture in 
one’s mind. In February 2004, on the eve of my 62nd 
birthday | was going through some color slides and hap- 
pened across some pictures from my 28th birthday, (Yes, 
| still own an old-fashioned slide projector. Two of them: 
a 40-year-old Airequipt and a decade-old Vivitar 3000.) 


lt wasn’t the party, but rather the very attractive young 
woman | was with, that jolted my thoughts. The first of 
two ladies | dated who had aspirations of a career in the 
theater. Both wanted to be entertainers. “Lara” (not her 
real name) whom | would meet a few months later, 
could sing, dance and act — what producers of musicals 
call a “triple threat.” She still is — and |'ll introduce you 
to her in a few paragraphs. To this day, we remain the 
closest of friends. 


“Missy” (for want of keeping her identity secure) is 
another story. She was into serious drama and could 
she ever act. As talented a performer as | have ever met 
or worked with. And — as regular readers know — over 
the years | have had that opportunity to meet and/or 
work with many. 


How did | wind up asking “Missy” out on our first date? 
Well, it’s the fall of 1969. A group of us were over at a 
mutual friend’s house in Brooklyn, with me as the center 
of conversation, | had just come out of a rather devas- 
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tating relationship and was — for want of a better term 
— “available.” Within minutes everyone had agreed 
that “Bill” needed a new female companion. | remem- 
ber our host dialing the phone, talking for a moment, 
and then calling me over. She handed it to me and 
smiled. 


| really do not recall the exact conversation. In fact, we 
only talked for a few minutes but | liked the voice | 
heard on the other end of the twisted-pair and did as 
expected by the gathered multitude: | asked her to go 
out with me that coming Saturday evening. She said 
“yes.” We exchanged phone numbers and addresses 
and set the time for me to pick her up at 7:30. 


| took her to a Manhattan East-side eatery called Chuck’s 
Composite intending to follow up with a movie. We 
wound up hitting it off at dinner and talking for quite a 
while after we had eaten. That's when | learned about 
her aspirations to be an actor and she learned mine of 
producing and/or directing television shows. We seemed 
to have quite a bit in common — far more than | had 
expected on a “blind-date.” 


By the time we left Chuck’s, all the movies had begun. 
Rather than walk in mid-scene, we decided to take a 
stroll down Broadway and talk. | think this was early 
November. At least it was not freezing out as it tends to 
be later on in the New York City winter.

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About an hour or so later, we were back at her place 
and she was showing me the review of the play she had 
been in. The show — an “off-off-Broadway” produc- 
tion had been “panned” by the critics, but “Missy” had 
been highlighted out as (paraphrased — as best | can 
recall) “...the single bright light in an otherwise dark and 
dreary show.” The reviewers liked her and it gave her 
the kind of confidence needed to go on to the next 
part. 


It was well after 2 a.m. when | left. By then we kind of 
knew that there was good vibes between us. At least 
she agreed to go out again the following week. The fol- 
lowing Saturday evening as | was walking her home we 
were talking about a part she was to audition for. To this 
day | can distinctly remember my words to her: 


“Missy: There is no dream that you cannot make come 
true if you believe in it and in yourself.” 


| also remember her response: ”...thank you. You are so 
good for my ego. You really do care...” 


As | drove home across the Brooklyn Bridge | realized 
that | was actually happy again. 


So what happened? Why did Bill and “Missy” go their 
separate ways? To be honest, to this day | really can’t 
be 100% certain | can answer this. 


| know we dated at least until my birthday because she 
helped plan the party and there are pictures of the two 
of us that night. | think that it was a week or two later 
that she landed another role and got busy in rehearsal. 
At about the same time, | had a trip to make out to 
California. When | got back | called, but she was always 
too busy. And that’s when | met Lara and simply stopped 
trying to re-establish communications with “Missy”. 


Anyhow, after | found the slides | began wondering 
about this lady. | knew she had never surfaced in live 
theater, movies or television — at least by the name | 
knew her. So | did what we all do these days. | put her 
real name into the “Google” search engine. There were 
lots of “hits” on the family name, but none with her 
given name. Nor could | find any reference to her in the 
on-line Internet Broadway Database or the Internet 
Movie Database. 


Will | continue this search? Probably not. | admit that | 

am very curious as to what became of “Missy” and her 

acting career, but | am also realistic. | know that after 34 
years the chances of my finding her are little or none. 


“GEEKS” 


And even if | did, | have to ask if — in this day and age 
of suspicion — would she be inclined to respond? 
Especially if she turns out to be a celebrity living and 
working under a “nom de plume.” 


Then again, as my friend Lara is known to say: ”...these 
are the times that the memories are a lot better than 
reality. These are the memories that last forever.” 


THE TRIPLE THREAT AND ME 


After Missy and | parted ways, | became involved with 
another performer whom, for this narrative, we will call 
Lara — which | can assure you is not her real name. 
Unlike Missy, | know exactly where Lara is right now. 
She is sitting on an airplane out over the Atlantic, proba- 
bly watching a movie on her iBook, en-route back home 
after spending the last 12 weeks or so working in 
Europe. That's where she spent the summer dancing and 
choreographing. It was Lara being the “thespian” — the 
“entertainer” — that she was born to be. 


Who is Lara? A truly remarkable and very talented 
woman that became a part of my life in that same cold 
1969 winter not long after Missy and | parted ways. 

She was — and still is — what stage producers call a 
“triple threat.” A title reserved for theater performers 
like Alfred Molina, Richard Gere and Donna McKechnie, 
Kristin Chenoweth and the late Mary Martin. People 
who can sing and dance as well as act — and do all three 
extremely well. 


But back to our story. | met Lara the same way | met 
Missy. A blind date over the phone thanks to some 
mutual friends. Lara's dad was a ham so the entourage 
trying to “set Bill up for life” figured we might just hit it 
off. 


We did — but it had nothing to do with ham radio. And 
it was more than instant “good karma.” We fell “madly 
in love” on our first date and quickly became what, in 
today’s parlance, are known as “significant others.” 

We were together — to one degree or another — 
through the spring, summer and into the early fall. And, 
there have been times | have wondered what might 
have happened in our lives, had she not landed a part in 
a pretty bad “off-off-Broadway” musical. 


But she did, and as rehearsals took more of her time | 
saw less and less of her. By early July she found the 
twice-a-day subway ride to and from Manhattan more 
than she could handle after 10 to 12 hours of being on 
her toes. So Lara moved back with one of her girl- 
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friends in the city. We would see one another on week- 
ends. Even that was OK because we were “in love” and 
we both knew our strange careers forced sacrifices. 


At this point | am going to skip ahead to September. 
There are no rehearsals Labor Day weekend and she 
wanted me to take her to the beach. This particular 
patch of Staten Island sand was kind of our personal 
“sacred ground", because it is while walking there in 
that frigid early April, that we first realized how much in 
love we were. 


And it was there that Lara told me we had to part. Not 
because she did not love me — but — ironically — 
because she did. Because she knew if | asked her to 
marry she would have said “yes”. She also believed that 
marriage would get in the way of the career she had 
prepared herself for since she could walk and put on tap 
shoes. 


That night | took her back to her place, kissed her good- 
bye and never expected to see her again. So it was with 
a bit of astonishment when, a few weeks later, she 
called to invite “me and my date” to her opening night. 
When | told her that | only needed one ticket because | 
was not seeing anyone, she cajoled me into bringing a 
“female companion.” So | reluctantly asked the daugh- 
ter of a neighbor if she would like to go see a musical. 


Let me be brutal here. The show was bad — and that's 
being nice. Lara held her own. In fact, the entire cast 
tried hard — but it just did not come together. 


Afterward my date and | went back to the “Green 
Room.” | had trepidations but | had promised Lara | 
would show up. Her first words allayed my fears: 


“A real stinker, huh...” 


“Thanks for saving me the embarrassment of having to 
tell the truth.” 


“Hey, we always have been truthful with each other. 
That's why we will always be friends. | knew it was bad 
the second week into rehearsal, but | stayed with it 
because it was a place to start and it paid for the cat's 
food. We all need a place to start. Good or bad. And 
who is this with you?” 


And that's the way it has been all of these years. Lara 
never did make it big in musical theater on the “Great 
White Way,” but she has rarely been out of a job. She 
worked as an actor, singer and dancer until the mid 


1970s.Then she did what she swore she never would: 
She got married. And she was right. It was a big mis- 
take. 


Even though Lara “retired” and wed into the “industry,” 
it did not last. Just long enough to produce a daughter 
who is now grown up, married, and has made Lara a 
grandmother twice in the past few years. 


Lara went back to work in the late 1970s as a 
dancer/choreographer while raising her only offspring. 
Her thought was that this kind of work would keep her 
closer to home while her daughter was growing up and 
make for a more stable life for both of them. When her 
daughter went off to college, Lara went “back on the 
road” doing the “work” she knows best, but this time 
well away from the lights of New York. As a result, these 
days she is far better known in Europe than here in the 
USA. No, not a top name in “the biz” but well known 
enough that it's best that | do not tell you her real iden- 
tity. As | said earlier, she asked that it be that way. 


Its funny when you have a friend who travels the world. 
Some years we get to see Lara quite often and other 
years not at all. It is the nature of the business that she 
is in. She finally did get a cellular phone, a laptop com- 
puter, and e-mail, so she is never more than a “ding-a- 
ling” or a “mouse click” away. 


When she does drop in she is always loaded with the 
latest photos of her grandchildren and stories of her 
travels, and her exploits. A true “free spirit” — if you 
will. Not much different than she was over three 
decades ago when | met her on that first blind date. 


(Note from Lou Ann Keogh, KB6HP: The preceding story 
is a highly-abridged version of that wonderful time Lara 
and | shared in 1969 as described in a much longer 
story titled “Have Dance Shoes - Will Travel."

QCWA Journal on Novice history. In this first article we 
will discuss the structure of the new license. Most 
QCWA members started off as a Novice. The Novice license 

is a very important part of amateur radio history. The FCC 
issued the Novice license from 1951 to 2000. While the 
Novice license is no more, many of us have happy memo- 
ries of when we first discovered the joy of ham radio! As 
that joy is expressed in the present day, not only do we 
renew our passion for our great hobby, we educate and 
socialize newcomers who did not have the experience of 
getting off to a strong start as a Novice. As a Novice we 
got the feeling from the older hams that they appreciated 
the fact we learned the theory and Morse code. They 
wanted us to succeed as hams. They were very nice to us 
and went out of their way to help us. 

| noticed going to ham meetings over the years, the 
topic of conversation often included the mention of “gee, 
what a great time | had as a Novice!" Many of these hams 
spoke of this time with a hushed reverence. Rather than 
lament that the Novice license is no more, | started a web- 
site called the Novice Historical Society, 
www.Novice.bappy.com, as a place where hams who start- 
ed a Novice could come share their early joys (and misad- 
ventures) of their start in our great hobby. Through the 
website, presentations, and articles such as this series, the 
Society not only hopes to help re-spark enthusiasm for ham 
radio in former Novices, but to educate and socialize newer 
hams who often do not have a historical context for ham 
radio. 

At the time of the printing of this issue, over 60 former 
novices, mostly evenly spread between the 1950s, 60s, and 


Te article initiates a multi-part series special to the 
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70s, and four from the 1980s, shared their stories. Many of 
them shared photos of their Novice station, first field day, 
first QSL, first DX QSL, Novice license, even their Novice 
code test copy paper. 

In the history of ham radio, the FCC periodically 
restructured licenses and privileges. A major restructuring 
occurred in 1951. On July 1, 1951, the new structure of, 
lowest to highest, Novice, Technician, Conditional, General, 
and Amateur Extra Class licenses was introduced. Prior to 
this the licenses were A, B and C classes. 

1951 was the first introduction of the Novice. The 
Novices license was originally introduced as a one-year, 
non-renewable license. One could only hold the Novice 
once. If one had a Novice and did not upgrade before the 
one-year expiration, one was not allowed to get another 
Novice. The Novice was a learner’s permit in an upward or 
outward system designed to compel upgrading. The one- 
year Novice license was so short, the Callbook did not 
bother to list Novice; probably reasoning once they got the 
information, printed and distributed it, the one year would 
be over. This is a fact not known to many Novices of that 
day who, if they no longer have their Novice license, have a 
hard time proving they were one. 

The Novice license changed the demographics of ham 
radio for it brought teenagers into what had been a pre- 
dominantly adult hobby. A teenager could earn respect 
from adult hams who appreciated that the teenager passed 
the same licensing requirements they did. 

The Novice test was originally given by FCC inspectors. 
Not only was being tested by an FCC inspector intimidating 
for a teenager, he or she had to get their parent to take 
them to the exam. FCC Field Offices were located in the 
largest cities. Exams were also held on a quarterly basis in 
smaller cities a 1964 FCC examination schedule has been 
saved onto the Novice Historical Society's website, 
www.Novice.bappy.com. 

An applicant had to pass five words per minute Morse 
code receiving and sending test, Element 1A. The receiving 
test consisted of five minutes of Morse code. To pass, an 
applicant had to perfectly copy at least one minute of the 
five minutes. That is, no mistakes were allowed in a one- 
minute period. The sending test was the same. Typically, 
the examiner would stop and pass the applicant once they 
sent one minute perfectly. The written test, Element 2, con- 
sisted of 20 questions. The Novice chapter of the 1964 
ARRL License Manual is posted on the Novice Historical 
Society's website, www.Novice.bappy.com. 

As a learner’s permit, Novices were strictly limited as to

reduce the interference and trouble they could cause. 
Novices were permitted 75 watts and had to be crystal con- 
trolled. They had limited code privileges 3.700 to 3.750mc 
and for a brief time 26.960 to 27.230mc. They had phone 
privileges on 2 meters. Since Novices were “rock bound” 
they had to tune their receivers up or 
down from their transmit- 


ting frequency to listen for Baxe UH, 
other Novices who may not _ PE 
have the same frequency ; 
crystal. 

Novices up to 1976 


were issued a distinctive 2x3 
novice call sign, WN, KN or 
WV followed by the call dis- A FLEES Te 
trict number and three let- 

ters. When the Novice 
upgraded, the new higher 
license usually had a call sign 

in which N was dropped, and 

a “A” or “B” was typically sub- 
stituted, i.e. WAG###. 

Novices in the U.S. territories did not have N call signs. 
The territories used K prefixes. Novices were given a W pre- 
fix. When they upgraded, the W was converted to a K. If 
you were a Hawaiian Novice in 1976 or before, you would 
get a WH6###. When you upgraded, the W would have 
converted to a K. 

Further articles in this series will cover the early, mid 
and late-1950s, early, mid and late-1960s, early, mid and 
late-1970s, and the 1980s to 2000 when the FCC stopped 
issuing novices.

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A Word From Your QCWA 
Administration Standing 
Committee

ost members don’t usually follow the inner workings of the dif- 

ferent committees within QCWA. This is quite normal since 
you, the members elect the Board and Officers to manage the 
affairs of your Organization. Most don't wish to know about the 
mundane work of the Organization (usually referred to as politics), 
however — for those so inclined and interested in the ‘behind the 
scenes’ work of their Organization, | would like to share with you 
some highlights of what this Standing Committee has been doing 
over the past couple years. 

First —| believe it is important for the members to know who 
serves on this Committee and what the Committees’ specific 
responsibilities are in order to understand what we do and why we 
are doing them. The Committee consists of both members of the 
Board as well as members-at-large. The By-Laws require the Chair 
and Vice-Chair of each Standing Committee to be elected Directors. 
The President and Vice President both are ex-officio members of 
each QCWA Standing Committee. 

The duties of the Administration Standing Committee consist 
of the following: Maintain Constitution; Maintain By-Laws; Maintain 
Director's Guide; Membership lists oversight; NEMSO contract over- 
sight; Parliamentarian; QCWA history oversight. 

Chairing the Committee is Director, Ken Oelke, VE6AFO, with 
Director, Ed Yoder, W3YMB, as Vice-Chair. Ed is also Parliamentarian 
for the Organization. Other Committee members are Director, Larry 
McCalvy, WA9JMO; Secretary, Walt Supina, N3WS, with members-at 
-large Tad Burik, K3QC; Howard Cunningham, WDSDBC; former 
President Gary Harrison, KOBC, (Gary is also the Historian). Matt 
Tinker, AASP, and General Manager, Chuck Walbridge, K1IGD as an 
advisor. 

So what has the Committee been doing over the past couple 
of years? Since | began chairing this Committee we have been deal- 
ing with many small items that pertain to the Director's Guide and 
some minor changes to the QCWA By-Laws. Below are some high- 
lights of our activities. 


a) The Committee reviewed the viability of putting election ballots in 
the QCWA Journal to save costs. After much discussion, it was 
determined that it could actually cost more to do this than mailing 
out ballots to each member. 


b) Reviewed By-Laws “ARTICLE VIl CHAPTERS, Section 2(d)" — minor 
changes were approved by the Board and these changes were pub- 
lished in the QCWA Journal for information to the members. 


¢) Revise and update the duties of the Chapter Relations and 
Publications Committee. 


d) Add new sections to the Director's Guide pertaining to guidelines 
for the QCWA Web Site and the QCWA Reflector. 


e) Review the contract of QCWA General Manager, Chuck 
Walbridge, K1IGD; and QCWA Journal Editor, Doug Walbridge. The 
Board approved and renewed the GM's contract for another five (5) 
years and approved and renewed the Editor's contract for another 
year — both terms beginning January 1, 2008. 

The Board has recently approved a Constitution change which 
will have to be approved by 2/3 of the members via a ballot vote. To 
save mailing costs, the ballot will be included with the upcoming 
election ballot for Directors and Officers for the next 2-year term 
beginning September 1, 2008. 


This is but a snap shot of what the Administration Standing 
Committee has been doing on behalf the members. If any member 
wishes to suggest a change to the Constitution — the amendment 
procedure is presented below. 


ARTICLE VI 
AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. Amendments to this Constitution may be initiated by a 
majority vote of the Board of Directors or by petition submitted to 
the Secretary by at least five percent (5%) of the members in good 
standing on January first of the year of submission of the petition, 
provided that no more than 25% of the signatures to the petition 
be from any one call sign area. Proposed amendments, submitted by 
valid petition, must be acted upon by the Board no later than the 
next meeting of the Board. Ballots shall carry a statement of the 
return date limit, which shall be no less than 60 days after the date 
of the mailing. Approval of the amendment by at least two thirds of 
the members voting shall be necessary for its enactment. 


Section 2. The President, with the approval of the Board of 
Directors, shall appoint two or more tellers to count the ballots for 
the amendment. The Tellers shall certify in writing to the President 
and the General Manager, the results of the ballot count. 


if any member wishes to suggest a change to the By-Laws — the 
amendment procedure is presented below. 


ARTICLE IX 
AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. These By-laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the Board of Directors present at any regularly called meeting of the 
Board of Directors. 


Section 2. Petitions to change the By-laws may be submitted to the 
Secretary upon signature of at least 200 members in good standing 
on January 1st of the year of submission of the Petition. The Board 
of Directors must consider and vote upon said petition at the next 
succeeding meeting of the Board of Directors. 


Section 3. The membership shall be advised of any amendment to 
these Bylaws at least sixty (60) days prior to its becoming effective. 


For a complete copy of the Constitution and/or By-Laws — refer to 
the QCWA Web Site or write to the QCWA General Manager to 
request a copy. Please enclose an SASE with your request.
